OW TIMES have changed! Where once a Republican 
Congress was wont to rush through a high pro-

workingman over his good fortune in being so highly taxed, it is now 


putting one through in an atmosphere heavy with gloom and dark with 
apologies. As apologist for the imposition now in hand Senator Aldrich 
has no easy part. Abject though he has been, — for what could be more 
groveling than the admission that extreme protection is bad, and that the 
McKinley tariff was extreme ?-—he has failed to pacify even the staunchest 
veterans of his own party. They persist in shying at some one of his 
offenses, at hides, or sugar or wool. And no one seems to realize more 
keenly than Senator Aldrich that the general public is at last ¢¢on to” the 
game of protection, — knows just whom it robs and into whose pockets 
the money goes. This new light has come chiefly from the sugar scandal. 
It isn’t that Mr. Havemeyer and Mr. Searles have put themselves in con- 
tempt of the United States Senate by refusing to tell how much they have 
paid for their special privileges; a large body of American citizens would 
join them in this attitude toward the Senate. But it is the unblushing 
admission by these gentlemanly pirates that they have doled out the 
money of the Sugar Trust to both Democrats and Republicans, according 
to which party could be of more use to them. Nothing could more 
effectually expose the fraud of the old plea that Protection is for the 
benefit of the laborer. There is something rotten in any system under 
which a corporation can swell the funds of any political party. The debt 
owed by the present administration to the Sugar Trust may be guessed 
by the fact that the differential duty alone now proposed on refined sugars 
will exceed all the wages paid to workingmen employed in American Sugar 
refineries.
